rance of his: wherfote this was his anſwere 
to Abiſhai that ſought reuengement, he cur: 
ſeth me, euen berauſe the Loꝛde hath bidden 
him curſe Dauid , This was the holde and 
handfaſf, that that princely Pꝛophete tooke 
wherewith to ſtaye him ſelf, euer depending 
vpon the pzonidence of his liuing God. He 
knewe that whatſoeuer befell him, God had 
a ſtroke in it, yea and further, being fully per⸗ 
ſwaded of the mercie of God, he knewe moſt 
alluredly thoſe chaſtilements and coꝛrecti⸗ 
ons ſhould turne him to God, as he maketh 
pꝛoteſtation, in the 119. Pſal. Jt is good fo2

Afterwarde in his olde 
daies was conſtrained by the foꝛce of agreat 
dearth to remoue into Ægypt, where his of: 
ſpʒing was grieuouſly moleſted many yeres. 
Ioſeph was ſolde by his methꝛen to the I- 
maelites, and by them vnto an Egyptian, 
where he ſuſteined great paine and perill in 
a ſtraunge The Pꝛophete Ely, 
being perſecuted by the wicked Iezabel, fled 
from poſt to pillar . The Pꝛophete Daniel 
with a great number ol good and godlie Iſ⸗ 
raelites were caried into Babylon captiues, 
there to liue in captiuitie in a ſtraunge coun- 
trey among their deadly enemies. The Apo⸗ 
ſtles of Chziſt,and many godly men, and al- 
ſo women in their time foꝛſooke all they had, 
and went into ſtraunge coũtreis fo: the Go- 
ſpels ſake. And after their time to this our 
time the Eccleſiaſtical hiſtoꝛies are full of þ 
examples both of men and alſo women, that 
left landes and goodes, fled their countrets, 
and did chooſe rather in an vnkoth and vn⸗ 
knomẽ᷑ land to liue in hardnes with freedom 
ofconſcience,to ſerue God after his wil, then 
to tarie at home in wealth with bondage ol 

cons 


to ſuffer afflitions, 
conſcience , and diſhonour the Loꝛd in diſo⸗ 
his holy will. It is not read that any 
ofthele did murmure & grudge to leaue their 
houſes, landes, goodes, and natiue countreis, 
fearing the want of friendſhip , the hatred of 
ſtraungers , the burden of pouertie, the ra⸗ 
gig of bmgr a lc of things necel- 
brag aye — that they had 
ie, if not of the fineſt ſort, yet ſuch as 
ſerued their turne, and they wel cotent ther⸗ 
with. Abraham when he perceiued it ſtode 
wich the Loꝛdes will he ſhould departe, he 
wilt not whither, no2 what ſhift to make, did 
not debate the matter with himlelfe , take 
counſail ofhis friendes, cũſult with his wike, 
whether he ſhould do the thing p moſt plea- 
ſed God 02 no, but ſetting apart allperſua- 
ſion and wiſedome of fleſh, bowed downe his 
owne will ſubiect vnto Gods pleaſure, bent 
himlſelfe without further delaye to obey his 
will, chat ought onely to be obeyed in all ma⸗ 
ner of creatures: and therefoze in a ſtraunge 
countrey, yea in the middes of his enemies, 
had not onely at all times ſufficiencie , but 
alſo did growe vnto great aboundance of ri⸗ 
ches.
